Frankfort, Ky., Aug. 18. Attor- 
ney lieneral Hays has forwarded to 
the Clerk of the United State Court 
at Washington his brief in the case 
of James H. Howard, the convicted 
murder assassin which is in that 
court on writ of error, and is to lie 
heard at the coining Octolier term. 

The brief is printed ami covers 130 
pages. It is a complete history of 
the case, and in the argument for 
the Commonw ealth cities authorities 
of many State and Federal courts in 
sup|M>rt of the contention that no 
Federal question is involved in the 
case. 

The appeal in this case is from a 
judgment of the Franklin Circuit 
Court, which was affirmed by the 
Court of Appeals, sentencing How- 
ard to imprisonment for life in the 
State |H’nitentiary. The appeal to 
the Supreme Court is based on the 
alleged denial of the equal protect- 
ion of the jaws. The State Court of 
Appeals held that rulings of the tri- 
al court on challenges to the panel 
of jurors for cause in a criminal case 
are not subject to exceptions or re- 
view. and are final.

RULES OF HEALTH 






Experiments Show Tbat it is tbe 
Only Means by Wbicb Disease 
is Transmitted. 



Temperance, Abstinence oi Worry 
a Youtbfnl Mind aud Plenty 
of Sleep. 



The following now while yellow 
fever is so prevalent in Louisiana, is 
of special interest. 

The whole effort of those who are I 
combatting the yellow fever is di- j 
rected against the mosquito. There ! 
is, appearantly, one variety of mos- J 
quito responsibly for the scourge, j 
This is the stegomyia fasciatr. The 1 
germ of yellow fever has never been 
described, but the experiments of 
America physician* have demonstra- 
ted that the mosquito is able to carry 
his germ. The experiments which 
were conducted in Cuba in 1900 in- 
volved the highest degree of heroism 
as well a« of scientific research on 
the part of the investigators, for 
Dr Carroll and and I)r. Lazear both i 
allowed themselves to be bitten by 
infected insects in order to demon- 
strate the truth of the mosquito the- 
ory, and Dr. 1-azear died from the 
fever thus deliberately contracted. 
The investigations proved that yel- | 
low fever is transmitted only by the 
bite of a mosquito infected by biting 
a sick person within the first three 
days of an attack and that the in- 
sect is daugerous only after an in- 
terval of twelve days following its 
ingestion of virulent blood. The in- 
ference is that the germ disappears 
from the blood of a fever patient on 
the fourth day of the disease ami 
that it requires twelve days to go 
through the cycle of development 
necessaryjto make it dangerous. 
The transmission of yellow fever is 
thus closely anologous to the pro- ; 
pagation of malaria. In the latter 
case the mosquito that conveys the | 
disease parasite is of the anaphol* 
variety which is commonly active i 
only between sunrise and sunset. 
It requires from seven to fourteen 
days for the parasite, after it has 
entered the mosquito, to reach an 
infectious age of development. 
While there are still a few who doubt 
the mosquito theory, it has been so 
fully demonstrated that all men of 
j science now accept it fully.
